and barefooted. When the portrait 
was recently exhibited at St. Peters 
burg the public paid unusual tributes 
to the picture and surrounded it with 
a great m any flowers. ,

EMPLOYERS BESP0N8IBILITT. 

Dpclsloti III Railroad CHSe AfTectitiK 

Hellow ^elVHllt l»I»ks. 
St. Louis, April 25. — Because an em 
ploye remains in the employ of a ccm- 
pany when he well knows that a "Ibk 
is assumed by so doing does not re- 
lieve the employer of responsibility if 
accident occurs. This is the gist of 
an opinion handed down by the Unit- 
ed States court of appeals in the case 
of the Southern Pacific company 
against Katie Yeargln. 

Katie Yeargln sought to recover 
damages for tlie death of her husbaml, 
who was an engineer on the Southern 
Pacific railroad until killed In 189'J In 
collision iflth a "helper engine." 

Judgment in the lower court was 
given for Mrs. Veargln, and from this 
the ciunpany appealed on a writ of er- 
ror. One of the Instructions which 
the defendant asked the Judge to give 
the Jury was that Schrirer. engineer 
of the "helper," was a fellow senrant, 
and If It was proven that his fault 
caused the injury, the plaintiff could 
not recover. The lower court refused. 

Judge Amos Thayer, who wrote the 
opinion of the appellate court, held 
that the lower court was correct. The 
trial court had refused to instriiet the 
jury that if Yeargln knew it was the 
practice of the company to use only 
an ordinary lantern on the rear of this 
helper engine when it was running 
backwards he with this knowledge as 
sumed the risk Incident to it. Judge 
Thayer said that if such was upheld 
would enable employers to avoid per- 
formance of the duty they owe their 
employes to exercise reasonable care 
in providing tools, machinery and ap^ 
pliances ordinarily saf(> and adapted 
to the use to which they are applied. 

Hay? 8 Hanrjed. 

Unlontowii. I'a.. April 2r,.— Mark 
Thomas Haye.s was hanged here 
Thursday. He died game and walked 
to the scaffold unflinchingly. He was 
pronounced dead in 10 minutes 
Hayes had nothing whatever to say 
and refused religious consolation. His 
crime has frequently been referred to 
as "the murder without a motive. ' as 
Hayes and his victim. William Low 
don. had been neighbor* and dose 
friends for years. The night of July 
3. lis'.tf, Hayes. Lowdon and some oth 
era were carousing at the home of 
William Burns, near Dunbar. About 
3 a. m. a quarrel arose between Hayes 
and Lowdon. Hayes went home, but 
soon returned with a shotgun, and 
with the words. "I will allow no man 
to call me a coward." shot Lowdon 
dead. Hayes afterward claimed that 
he had no intention of killing Lowdon 
but was In the act of firing a Fourth 
of .July salute when his gun was arcl 
dentally discharged. The plea of thi 
defense was insanity and lack of mo 
tive, for committing the crime. 

Clara Kluge's Claim. 
San Francisco, April 25.— Mrs. Clara 
Kluge-Sutro has secured from the rep- 
resentatives of the Adolph Sutro es 
tate a recognition of the claims urgpd 
by her and her children, Adolph Sut 
ro, Jr., aged it. and Adolphine Sutro 
aged 7 years. The settlement, which 
is on the basis of $150,000, has been 
agreed upon. The woman claims to 
liave bei-n the contract wife of the 
late millionaire mayor. It is iiitimuted 
that she may secure the famous Cliff 
House as her share of the estate. Be 
fore his death Sntro executed a deed 
conveying to these children real es 
tate in this city which was then esti 
mated to be worth |%0,OOO.

The governor denies having sent au/ 
message to the sheriff. The sheriff 
has doubled his force since the false 
talagram was raealTtd. 



New York, April 26.— When Dr. L. R; 

Howe of the Porto Rican code commis- 
sion reached here several days ago 
he said in an interview that (onditioiis 
on the island had been much improv- 
ed despite statements made by ' a 
small element of the island in a spirit 
of pessimism,". To this assertion of 
Dr. Uowe exceptujn is taken by Wen- 
ceslao Borda, jr., a member of the 
commission ( liosen by the Planters', 
Bankers and Merchants' association 
of Porto Rico to present to the United 
States government the ideas of ti'.al 
organization regarding the state of af- 
fairs on the jfliuul. particularly in < on 
nectlon with Hollander revenue bill. 

"Our people are starving," said Mr 
Borda in an Interview, "and the Island 
Is in a worse condition under the rule 
of (Governor .Mien than It ever was be- 
fore, even when Spain held sway. So 
hopeless Is the state of affairs that 
fathers sell their daughters to keep 
them from dying of hunger. These 
people who say the coimtry is flourish- 
ing are the o<M( i holib rs, represeufa 
tives cf that class oT profes.-^iiiiial pe'i- 
ticians into which Governor Allen has 
fallen — the lowest class of all the isl- 
and's inhabitants. This tax law to 
which we object was framed by Pro- 
fessor Hdllaud. a theorist, wiili ii-i 
practical knowledse of Porto Ki( <i. It 
was passed by the insular .iegislainrs 
a few minutes before they adjourned. 
Governor Allen signed the measure 
immediately, although he had a rii;ht 
to wait days, which we. wlio oliject- 
ed to 1.1 \\, had every reason lo i ■, 
pect him to do. Meanwhile, sure that 
he would wait, we called a mass meet- 
ing of business men from all over the 
Island. It was by that meeting thi t 
we were ap'Miinteil cdiniuissioueis 
Those who appointed us represent i.u 
per cent of the money interests of all 
Porto Rico, and they are not pol 'ti- 
cians. The mission on which we have 
been sent here involves the life and 
death of our corporate success or de- 
molition in Porto Rico." 

Mr. Borda and his associate, .Mr. 
Balbas. have filed 18 objections to the 
Hollander revenue law. Chiefly they 
protest against the provision taking 
away the right of red( mpii(.ii 
from the taxpayer who is delinquent 
for six months. They object, too, to 
the excise taxes, especially the one of 
80 cents per gallon on rum, "Governor 
Alii n answers this last protest of 
ouis. " said Ml', lioida, "by saying lliat 
the tax on mm in the United States 
Is $1.20, so we ought not to complain 
He forgets that the rum industry here 
is only incidental, while with us It is 
the principal inductry."

Captain Sawtelle and Lieu- 
tenant Overton and Senor Gonzales, 
secretary to Cteneral Wood, were 
present during the oonference at the 
war department.

The 
worst conditions are reported at Hunt- 
iiinton.

As the river is still 
rising as far up as Catlettsburg and as 
the Kauawlia at Chaileston Is again 
rixing, the inl'erenc e is reasonable that 
the rise here cannot be checked before 
Friday, by which time it may reach a 
stage of tJu feet or over.

An innovation which its inventor 
claims will revolutionize tbe preeent 
system of cookery baa raoantly baan 
brought forward by William T. Bryan, of 

this city. 

It ambraeea tha doing away with all 
present culinary apparatus aad aobati- 
tuting a system of electrolysis. 

Last Saturday Mr. Bryan made a num- 
ber of interesting experiments at bis 
laboratory on Main street, and tbe resnlta 
were surprising and avan atartUag to tha 
persons preeent. 

Taking an ordinary beefsteak he eook- 
eil it thoroughly in ten seconds, and 
when it was removed from the apparatus 
it was found to be by- no aaeans the 
"tough propoeition" the imw material 
seemed to promise. 

A slice of cured ham, enbmltted to the 
same electrical treatment, was thor- 
ongbly w#ll done in leea tban^balf a 
minute, and the rapidity with which 
eggs were fried was a revelation to those 
wbo wltaeaaed tbe axperlmenta. The 
time of cooking was scarcely appreciable, 
and could not have exceeded three or 
(ooraeoende. Wkh ftroita and va g at a blaa 
the results were equally startling. 

Mr. Bryan's process is not the mere 
application of alactrical heat, such, for 
example, as generatee tbe warmth on 
street car beaters, but the direct applica- 
tion of tbe current itself to the edible to 
be cooked. The difficulty he baa been 
working with and has overcome Is not 
the amount of heat );enerated, but the 
proper distribution. He is making a 
stndy of tbe conductive qoalitiee of vari- 
ous food substancep. and is planning ap- 
pliances for practical use in home and 
restaurant. 

With the present experimental appar- 
aliH the edibles tu be cooked are laid be- 
tween two carbon plates, one conducting 
a positive and the other a negative cur- 
rent. The inventor, however, is not eat- 
Ufied with carbon an the proper material, 
and intends to substitute plates of cop- 
per, roll-plated with gold. Other metals 
are iiii[)ra( tii a), anil the gold-plated cop 
per is not only not very expensive, but 
thoroughly hygienic and fmperfshable 
The electrical ciirreiit iffself leaves no 
taint, and Hitb the proper metal food- 
stuffs remain aa wboleaoma as they were 
before cooking. 

Mr. Bryan h&a made a specialty of 
manufacturing electrical appliances for 
medical and surgical use, and in that line 
has made a study of electrical therapeu- 
tics. He expecta bis invention to im 
prove tha science of food preparation, in 
that tbe electrical current not only cooks, 
In tbe ordinary sense of the word, but 
also deatroya the tongh connective tie- 
Buts of meat and tbe fibrous tissues of 
veKetahiefl, thus remlering them tender 
and palatable as well as more easily 
digestible and notrltlooa. Ha sayH 
that, though he ha& "struck a lead," he 
has by no means worked out tbe vein, 
and promisee an early perfecting of ap- 
pliances that will make steam tables 
and kitchen ranges a thing of the past. 

"My experiments," he savs, "were sug- 
gested 'by obaerving the pickling of 
meats in one of the Chicago packing 
houses, where tbe work is done by elec- 
tricity a thonaand times more rapidly 
than It conld be done in any other way. 
I set to work and discoveced that by in- 
creasing tbe amperage tbe current disin- 
tegrated tbe eonnaellTa tiaaaaa of tongh 
meat without working other changes. 
This alone I considered an important 
discovery, bat whan upon more matare 
thought I conceived the idea of combin- 
ing with the current producing the dis- 
integration one that would cook it 
thoroughly at the aama time I made ex- 
periments similar to those you have wit- 
nessed, and think that they folly estab- 
lish tha oorraotafss of my ibac(ry."

"not to give tba atudent lasa to do, bat to
